Collie, who at one time conld have
dirawn his chock for millions of dollars,
diedd & fow days ago almost destitate, and
his funeral expenses were paid by a son
of an old friend.
Alexander Collie's home in London,
situntad in Kensington Gardens, was one
of prinesly hospitality. It was gorgeons-
Iy fitted up, had a eorps of liveried ser-
vants, and the entertainments given there
were on the most extravagant and lavish
senle.  This grand  establishment was
especially made the home of the Confed-
ate oflicials and friends of the Confedera-
oy in England. Alexander Collie & Co,,
wenl into the eotton and colton-goods
trade, establishing branches in Egypt,
British India, Agstralin and South
Ameriea. Operations were begun on a
gigantic seale, and in an effort to corner
eolton goods in all the markets of the
world, somewhere in the seventies, Col-
lie made the largest failure known in the
history of commerce. His linbilities
above his available assets were £40,000,-
o), equivalent to 200,500,000,

The head of the house was foreed to flee
from the country. A foew yvears later he
made some money as a railroad manager
in Richmond, but failure again came to
him, followed by daath in poverty.
